Besides 
that, in larger villages or estates there are so-called machine parks 
disposing of all the machines and allotting them to the placer where 
they are needed most. Bribery flourishes in the machine parks - 
rich peasants for bribe obtain machines and assistance, and the poor 
ones, who need it most, wait. All the agricultural machines and instruuej 
ments in the district are registered and subjeeted to TGB.so that 
away is the private property of the peasants. Machine parks dispo- 
se of them in such a way that they ceased to be private property 
any more. It is called "neighbourly help”. 

The mechanics of TOR work only in frame of norms. For each activi-
